INTRODUCTION TO THE WEEK- Day STUDIES. 


In writing the following exercises, it has been the object 
of the author to place in the hands of the children an easy 
and inexpensive system of instruction, one that, with a little 
assistance from teachers or parents, would enable them to 
become ready readers, thus preparing them for usefulness 
in the Choir and Congregation. 


Outside of our large cities, all churches are dependent, to 
a great extent, upon the talent of their own congregations, 
for the singing in church, and it has long been a matter of 
regret with the writer, that so many children are being 
taught to sing merely by imitation, allowing their best days 
for gaining a practical knowledge of music to pass unim- 
proved. 


Very few have the courage, in after life, to commence 
with the rudiments, and, consequently, there is a vast 
amount of uncultivated talent, or in other words, ‘those 
who have good voices but cannot read,” who, with a little 
aid would have been capable of rendering invaluable ser- 
vice in the Sunday School, the Congregation and the Choir. 


The superintendent or teacher who could spend an hour 
or two each week in teaching the children to read music, 
would not only impart instruction which would be valuable 
and permanent, but would greatly lessen his own labors, 


inasmuch as children or adults will learn a piece of music 
by note in half the time that it would require to learn the 
same piece by imitation. 


Moreover, it has been the object to confine shana exer- 
cises to the space usually occupied by old and familiar 
tunes, thus leaving the Sabbath School department com- 
plete. 


The author has been very careful that each piece in this 
department should partake of the right spirit, and should 
be such as may become useful in Sabbath School Concerts 
or other especial occasions. He also believes that the idea 
will meet with general approval, and hopes that it will be 


used, not only by those who are directly connected with 


Sabbath Schools, but that, as the season for singing schools 
closes, the teachers may take up this work and give practi- 
cal and lasting instruction, instead of teaching by “ rote,” 
the benefits of which almost wholly cease with the occa- 
sion.
